For one thing, a queer quirk in fed- 


eral regulations and the enforcement 
thereof has placed the city of San 
Francisco in the positition of o vio- 
lator of the law, For another, the 
Securlics and Exchange Commission 
has been asked to do something about 
the way San Francisco securities brok- 
ers have kept their right hands from 
knowing what their left hands are 
doing. For a third, Hetch-Helchy and 
its electric power are a monument 
to one of the first public-power ven- 
tures of Senator George W. Norris. 


Here's the Story 


Its a rather complicated story. A- 


round a quarter of a century ago, 
San Francisco got permission (by 
special legislation) to construct a city 
water reservoir in the Hetch-Hetchy 
valley, which is within the confine 
of Yosemite National Park. The en- 
abling legislation also permitted it to 
generate electric power with the water 
so stored but 
prohibited it 
from 


selling the power to any individual 
or corporation for resale. The idea was 
for San Francisco to get its own dis- 


power to 
tribution system and sell 
its own citizens, direct. 


The reservoir being constructed, San 


Francisco sot out to build a tran- 
rnission line from the power house 
at Moccasin Creek, at the foot of 
the Sierras, to San Francisco. 
It 


got the line as far as Newarw, 45 miles 
from San Francisco—somewhere a- 
round 1925—and then ran 
out of 


money. 
Pending completion of the 


line and acquistion of a municipal dis- 
tribution system, it negotiated an 
agency contract with the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co., which paid the cty 
some 52,000,000 a year and resold the 
power to the citizens. 


Now because Yosemite, where Hetch- 


Hetchy is, is a national par'/d, these 
details come under the puridiction of 
the Department of the Interior. Per- 
mission to make this contract with 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Co. was 
accordingly, sought of the secretary of 
the Interior. 
No definite decision 


was handed down; so, since the con- 
tract had not formally been disap- 
proved, it was put into operation. 


There the matter has stayed ever 


since. 
Several times San Francisco 


has had a municipal electon to decde 
Whether bonds should be issued to 
finance completion of the transmiss- 
ion line and acquistio of a distribut- 
ion system. 
Each time the voters 
have said "no." 


Ickcs Challenges 


A good many years passed thus. 


Then, at last, the matter came be- 
fore the attention of Secretary of the 
•Inferior. -Iches, who challenged' .-.the 
legality of the contract—on the ground 
that the law specifically prohibited 
the sale of power for resale—and asked 
the Justice Department to take the 
matter into court. 
The department 


did so, and last year a U. S. district 
court ruled the contract illegal and 
continuing with it. Operation of that 
injuction has been held up pending 
appeal of the case. 


So now the city is about to have a 


new election on the question of is- 
suing revenue bonds to finance a trans- 
mission and distribution system. And 
Congressman Franck Havenner, Cali- 
fornia Democrat, has called on the SEC 
to have.a look at the attitude taken 
by We' Investment Bankers Assocat- 
ion of California. This association, he 
charges, has circularized all of the 
city's registered voters with broadsides 
asserting that the ihsuance of these 
revenue bonds would wreck the city's 
credit; buta menwhile, he asserts, 
the members of the association have 


sustain the injunction against the 
power-sale contract.

Mayor Issues Statement on 


Milk and Meat Inspec- 


tion Ordinances 


PUBLIC NECESSITY 


City Council Adopted Reg- 


ulations at Request of 


the Mayor 


Mayor W. S. Atkins Friday noon is- 


sued to the newspaper the following 
statement explaining the recent adop- 
tion of meat and milk inspection or- 
dinances by the City of Hope: 


"At the last meeting of the • City 


Council of the City of Hope, the Coun- 
cil at my request passed twtj or- 
dinances; one of which 
prescribed 


rules and regulations governing the 
handling and selling of meat 
for 


human consumption in the .City of 
Hope, and fixing a license 'fee for 
those engaged in such business; the 
other ordinance prescribes rules and 
regulations for the ;handling and sell- 
ing of milk for human consumption 
in the City of Hope, and prescribes a 
fee for testing dairy herds. Both of 
said ordinances provide for an in- 
spector to cooperate with those en- 
gaged in such business as selling 
milk and/or meat and supervise the 
enforcement of the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed in said ordinances. 


"Some complaint and agitation have 


been made' against 
said ordinances 


which we think is largely due to the 
fact that the ordinances 
are 
not 


properly understood. • The rules and 
regulations as prescribed in said or- 
dinances have been approved by the 
United States health authorities, and 
the health authorities of the various 
states of the ..union. 
, 
j . 


"Trie Health of the inhabitants-of 


the City of Hope is the most important 
and valuable asset we have. Why 
then should we not adopt "any regu- 
lation that lends 'to protect it? It is 
not the purpose of the Council to 
work a hardship on anyone; and we 
realize that,rthcse rules and regula- 
tions are somewhat technical, and 
that it will take sometime to set up 
the machinery to carry them into ef- 
fect; and .we trust:Hhat the public 
will be patient and will give whole- 
hearted cooperation. 


"We are proceeding with the advice 


and counsel of the Board of Health 
and the City Health Officer, all of 
whom are competent authorities on 
such regulations, and who are, also, 
interested citizens in the welfare of 
Hope. Certainly there can be no log- 
ical argument against any law that is 
enacted to and which does better pro- 
tect the health of our people. This is 
the sole purpose of the two ordinances 
passed; and we believe the citizens 
when they give said ordinances prop- 
er and careful consideration, will ap- 
preciate the purpose which the coun- 
cil is seeking to accomplish. 


"I shall be grateful if you, through 


the columns of your good paper, in- 
form the public as to the City's at- 
titude with respect to said ordinances, 
as hereinbefore stated.

_the east is complicated by the deuich- 
ed position''occupied by the province 
of East Prussia, cut off from the'Srest 
of, the Reich by the famous Corridor—' 
Poland's window on the sea. 
".The so-called Free City-'of Dan- 
zig adjoins not Germany proper, but 
East Prussia, Probably the first Ger- 
man move would be to pinch off the 
Corridor, not so much to shut off the 
Poles from the sea (the German navy 
could blockade them anyway, as the 
Polish fleet is insignificant) as to re- 
lieve the dangerous military isola- 
tion of East Prussia, and prepare the 
way for a drive on Warsaw. 


The principal strategical objective 


tion of Czersk, Here the railway, 
coming south from the Poles' only sea- 
port, 
Gdynia, 
divides • into 
two 


branches, one continuing south to the 
industrial region of Silesia, the other 
running southeast to Warsaw. Here 
also crosses over the main east-west 
line from Berlin to Marienburg ond 
other points in East Prussia. 


Aii attack on Czersk would probably 


come from the general direction of 
Stettin, Headquarters of the German 
Second Corps. 
This attack would 


probably be supported by a secon- 
dary attack on Gdynia, by a Nazi 
"putsch" in the territory of the Free 
City, by air attacks on the rail junc- 
tions of Bydgoszcz and Jablonowa 
which (if successful), would cut off 
all reinforcements from Torun, the 
military headquarters of this area, and 
from Warsaw. A thrust by the East 
Prussian forces via Jablonowa on 
Torun should not be ruled out, 


Double Attack Against 


Warsaw 


If the Corridor were overrun, the 


next German move would probably 
lake the form of a concerted advance 
on Warsaw, with two armies—one via 
Torun, one from East Prussia straight 
south down the valley of the Wkra 
River. On this latter route, the dis- 
tance from the East Prussia border to 
Warsaw is only 90 miles. During both 
phases of these operations, the forti- 
fied city of Ppznan would probably 
be the subject of intensive air attacks 
intended, as far as possible, to pre- 
vent any movement from that direc- 
tion against the right flank of the 
German advance. 


The second principal theater of op- 


erations, besides the Corridor, would 
undoubtedly be in the southwest. 
Here lies the great industrial region sit 
Silesia, with its coal and iron, its 
manufactures, and its not inconsider- 
able German population. Deprived tit 
tliis region, the Polish industrial ma- 
chine would be unable, without out-; 
side help, to support the strain of a 
long war. 


Behind Silesia, to the eastward, is 


the Polish Ukraine, amongst whose 
people German propaganda has long 
been active. Here also is Poland's 
chief supply of the precious petro- 
leum. 


Some time before the Czecho-Slo7 
vak debacle, Poland erected strong 
fortifications 
along 
the 
German- 


Silesian frontier, running north from 
what was then the Czech border. But 
today, in full control of Slovakia, Ger- 
many outflanks these fortifications 
from the southward.

Others. 


The -test -of a -pilot -includes not only 


all of the usual examinations as to the 
heart, lungs, eyes and ears, but also 
a. number of other specialists which 
are necessary; because of the character 
of the pilot's work. 


These -tests include basal metabolism 


tests to measure the -rote -of body 
chemistry ;;studies ot the 'blood ;to 'de- 
termine the presence of, anemia or the 
presence of various infections dis- 
eases; X-ray studies of -the henrt, lungs 
and other parts of the body; complete 
tests of the hearing (using 'the audio- 
meter); tests with glare to learn 
whether the pilot sees well 'at might; 
and self-registering records of the 
blood .pressure, the action of 'the 'heart 
and other functions of :the 'body. 


When a 'pilot has completed this ex- 


amination, he :knows and his doctor, 
knows -that ihis .physical condition is 
sufficient -to 'be trusted. 


'Moreover, whenever ^pilots fly in 


foreign countries, special tests are 
made to determine 'Whther -any of the. 
parasites that attack 'the intestines 
have ;invaded 'the 'body. The ^presence 
of sUch ^parasites 'may produce condi- 
ions seriously ^menacing 'the .life and 
health of the pilot an dthereby the life 
and health of ^the travelers. 


The stewards -and .the hostesses are 


also examined because they handle 
food. /It is necessary to certify 'that

operators, upon whom the

of the church-at Ephesus, whom he 
called to meet him at Miletus, is one 
of the most beautiful things in all 
literature. 
It is expressive of the 


fine spirit of faith and devotion and 
of a soul of a man given over com- 
plenlly to the great truths ad pur- 
pose that dominated his life. 


It is these great tilings that are 


touched upon briefly in the few con- 
cluding verses of the lesson that are 
drawn 'from the second chapter of 
Ephaesans.

cornerstone, in which men and women 
—thuogh they be drawn from widely 
different races and circumstances—are

The human material of the Polish 


Army is good, but the fact that .about 
one-third of her population is in- 
cluded in the Ukrainian, German and 
other "minorities" is a source of 
weakness. 


Poland's bad communications would 


hamper her mobilization and con- 
centration. On the other hand, they 
would hamper the highly-mechaniz- 
ed Germans, if the latter fiot into the 
country, far more than they would the 
Poles."
